The problem of youth in our 
community has caused many of 
us deep concern.

80-barrels a day and the other 
ports All are on the water* 
of Shouldertrladp, a tributary 
of the Middle Fork of the Ken 
tucky River. 

The Preston Oil Company 
from Texas, has also entered 
the area and has brought in a 
good producer about four miles 
away and only about 3W miles 
from Jackson. 

The new field is described as 
running northeast and south- 
west across Breathitt from Evan- 
ston and Magoffin county to the 
Lee-Owsley field. 

United Fuel, which has long 
owned most of the leases in this 
area, has according to reports, 
contracted with a Texas com- 
pany to test a large part of its 
acreage with seismograph to 
determine locations of the most 
favorable drilling sites. 

A large portion of the crude 
oil is being transported by Ash- 
land Oil tank trucks to the re- 
finery at Catlettsburg. 



At least ten "rigs" are now 
drilling and a« many as twelve 
more are moving to locations 
in a new oil and gas field be- 
ing developed in Breathitt coun- 
ty. Most activity is centered 
in the Shoulderblade area 
The development started after 
a driller for United Fuel and 
two partners from Winchester 
drilled a 110-barrel oil well on 
a 40 acre lease on Shoulder- 
blade, about seven miles north- 
west of Jackson 
Since then three other big 
producers have been drilled. 
The latest is a 100-barrel-a-day 
producer brought in last week 
by Petroleum Exploration Com- 
pany on the Gabbard lease, 
about a mile from the original 
well. "Pay" Is from a 12-ft. 
strata of oorniferous formation. 

Meanwhile, United Fuel has 
drilled in two good wells be- 
tween the original well and Pet 
Ex's new well. One is good for

EARLY BIRDS 

Always have heard of the early bird getting 
the worm, from some reports I have received 
from some early fisherman, such as Russell 
Noplis, Truman Combs. Monroe Noble, and 
Sonny Noplis that went fishing before the cold 
spell really broke, they stated that a fish that 
was cold as they were couldn’t bite. I would 
say you boys are keeping up with your old 
school spirit even though you are behind you 
will keep trying.

A new income tax guidebook published by 
the firm of Prentice - Hall contains an Interest- 
ing little special section, in addition to detailed 
instructions on how to accurately fill out your 
tax return. This section is based on the ex- 
haustive Hoover Commission recommendations 
on ways and means to eliminate waste and 
Inefficiency in the federal government. 

In 25 years, the booklet points out, the 
national debt has rlse.n from $194 to $1,611 per 
capita, and taxes have jumped from $52 per 
average family to $442 a year for every man, 
woman and child in this country. And here, 
according to tho Hoover Commission experts, 
are some of the reasons why. 

Paperwork. Each year the government cre- 
ates and handles 25 billion pieces of paper! A 
Commission recommendation adopted by the 
Veteran’s Administration alone is saving more 
than $1 million annually. Much more can be 
saved 

Rod Tape. Adopted Commission recommen- 
dations concerning government reports, forms, 
and other such matters are saving $5 million a 
year for government and $10 million for indus- 
try. Estimates say an additional $100 million 
can be saved. 

Medical Services. In 1955. the government 
spent $4.27 billion for these. One adopted 
Commission recommendation has already saved 
$335 5 million and many millions more can be 
saved. 

Transportation. Government-owned transpor- 
tation competes with private transport. The 
Commissiop figures that a saving to the tax- 



pafers of $151 5 million Is possible. 

Research and Development. Twenty-nine dif- 
ferent agencies of the government are engaged 
in these activities. The Commission says that 
fewer agencies, better centralized could do the 
needed jobs for lees money. 

Inventory. Because of the government’s poor 
inventory system, mountains of supplies, includ- 
ing perishables, pile up. One sorrible example 
was a 719 months' supply of canned hamburger, 
which has a “keeping life” of 24 months. 

Rocords. Government records take up space 
equivalent to 7 Pentagon buildings. Adopted 
recommendations are saving $4 million a year 
and $46 million more can be saved. 

The booklet then observes that one of the 
biggest reasons for the present state of public 
spending is found in government competition 
with private enterprise in all manner of fields — 
electric power, insurance, lending, warehousing, 
transportation and so on and so on. For the 
most part, it points out, these enterprises pay 
no taxes, pay little or no interest on capital 
invested, seldom charge depreciation, frequently 
do not include their directing personnel on tjie 
payroll, and in most cases do not include the 
cost of “fringe benefits" of government per- 
sonnel. 

Former President Herbert Hoover has said 
that, if we adopt the recommendations” . . . the 
rewards in reduced taxes could be very great 
and the rewards in improved services even 
greater." And he added this significant state- 
ment: "... the key to real action lies in the 
hands of the citizens.” 



Proper Lighting Is Inexpensive Advertising 



A Choice In TV Should Be Ours 



While wo must concede we are well enter- 
tained by much of current commercial televi- 
sion, and are pleased that it comes in “free," 
we are amazed that so much furor should be 
aroused with so little understanding over the 
issue of whether or not a pay television system 
could be allowed in addition. 

People seem to believe that pay TV would 
elimiatne commercial television and that here- 
after they would have to pay for what they now 
see free 

All that i* proposed is that pay TV be 
permitted so people may have a choice between 
sponsored programs they would continue to 
get free, and. on other channels, special pro- 
grams they could pay extra for if they wished 
No one would be obligated to subscribe to pay 
TV if they did not want it. 

The present plan we are told is to allow 
a pay-TV channel only where there are at least 
four commercial channels already operating, 
and initially to operate on a three-year trial 
basis in 20 cities across the country. 

The storm of arguments convinces us that 
most people would continue to see free TV 
sinw they insist they will not submit to pay- 
ing for special programs (although many of 
them will pay to see movies, go to concerts 
and plays) 

At this point it seems unlikely that TV 
could crowd out free programs By demonstra 
lion, in Bartlesville, Okie a kind of pay TV' 
was installed to show movies to subscribers. 
This is not subject to FOC regulations because 
it is by a direct channel hook-up rather than by 
sending out programs over the airways. Last 
week the firm operating “teJemovies” had to 
cut their fee from $945 to $4 95 and to cut 
viewing time from ail afternoon and night to 
7-11 nightly due to lack of response 

Pay TV we aro told would offer to any 
willing to pay for it, plays, special sports events, 
operas, first run movies, and o’her programs 
which commercial television now finds unprofit- 
able to handle or can’t afford in any quantity. 

It would seem that the main reason com 
mercial television is against pay TV is that it 
tould attract some of the audience away from 
what sponsors nowpay for This seems to be a 
greater threat this year because of the increas 
ingly dull crop uf unimaginative and monoton- 
ously repetitive fare being offered in the way 
of one western after another topped by numer- 
ous musiuals. 

Another objection is that pay-TV could win 
away much talent through the vast resources 
of paying customers, despite the fact that pay- 
ing customers were not able to keep actors from 
moving over to commercial television from non 
sponsored movies. 

Threat of an entertainment monopoly is 
also cited, although necessary restrictions , to 
prevent such a thing happening can never be 



mapped out until there is a field test. It seems 
unlikely that if fifty million people were willing 
commercial-fret movie at home instead of pack- 
ing up the kids (or getting a baby sitter), to go 
to a theater, that the fees could be set very 
high On the other hand if only a select few 
were willing to pay for special programs, there 
could not be enough money involved to afford 
expensive programs. 

Tho networks threaten that if pay-TV is 
accepted, they will have to switch to that plan 
to survive It would seem that if the networks 
really felt pay TV would be so widely acceptable 
and so profitable, they would be the first to 
clamor for the change. In England the reverse 
has happened — they had pay-TV there to begin 
with Now commercial TV has been added, and 
from all accounts it is thriving (and with much 
less blantant commercials than we endure). 

A flat rate subscription such as the British 
have would be difficult to sell here — but a pay- 
by-the-program system may -go over with the 
public. Since no test has been made, no one 
can say with any assurance which method would 
be adopted. 

It sounds like the networks are crying 
before they are hurt. They are saying, in effect, 
that the public, once it gets a ta9te of selecting 
programs without commercials, will turn its 
back on commercial TV, however "free." 

The pay TV backers say they could present 
a broader selection of entertainment for viewers 
who would pay for it. 

The major defense commercial television 
would have against pay TV would be to present 
a greater variety of better programs. 

We are not "for" pay TV or against com- 
mercial TV — but we do think the public needs 
to know the full story, and not just the side 
the networks are giving. No one will ever 
know how such a plan would work unless it is 
given a trial — Hodding Carter.

Public Warned By I. 
Against Phony Tax 

All Kentuckians were today | 
warned against people who 
falsely claim to be employees 
of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. Mr. Wm M Gray, District 
Director of Internal Revenue, 
Louisville, stated that there 
have been several recent inci 
dents in which people have 
been defrauded by phony tax 
collctors. 

These phony tax collectors us- 
ually work by claiming that the 
taxpayer owes the government 
tax money which they try to 
collect in cash. They often have 
a quantity of tax forms and 
other official looking papers 
which they use to impress the 
taxpayer. They demand pay- 
ment in cash, for it is very hard 
for any person to cash a check 
or money order which is made 
out to the Internual Revenue 
Service. 

It is suggested to all taxpay- 
ers that they request anyone 
claiming to be an Internal 
Revenue Officer to show them 
his creditentials. There creden- 
tials are a small leather-cover- 
ed folder which shows the pic- 
ture of the main U.S. Treasury 
building and the picture and 
signed name of the officer who 
is carrying it. 

If a taxpayer is approached 
by anyone who cannot show the 
proper credentials or by any- 
one who demands payment in 
cash for taxes claimed due. he

should first try to delay the 
phony agent by some means 
This could be done by letting 
him look at some unimportant 
papers or records. While the so- 
called agent is examining thetc 
papers, the taxpayer should get 
to a telephone and call the 
nearest Internal Revenue Ser 
vice office or the Federal 
Rureau of Investigation. 

If the taxpayer Is unable to 
delay the false agent, he should 
note and remember his descrip- 
tion and the description and 
number of his automobile, if he 
is using one. 

Mr. Gray concluded by stat- 
ing that if taxpayers would fol- 
low these simple rules, none 
could be defrauded by phony 
tax collectors.
